POPULATION. 

The Federal Census of 1920 gave a total population of 437,571, of 
which 327,595 were white and 109,976 colored. The birth rates, 
stillbirth rates, death rates, and morbidity rates for the calendar 
year 1920 are based on this population.

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COMMUNICABLE DISEASES OF ANIMALS. 

Rabies. — The extent to which rabies prevailed in the District of 
Columbia during the calendar year 1920 is shown in the following 

table :

As rabies continued to prevail in the District of Columbia, the com- 
missioners, on June 22, 1920, renewed their proclamation of previous 
years requiring the muzzling of all dogs running at large. This 
proclamation became effective July 9, 1920, and continued for a 
period of one year. 

INFLUENZA. 

The presence of influenza in the District of Columbia continued 
during the calendar year 1920, there being 4,115 cases and 282 deaths 
reported. These figures show a slight decrease over the previous year 
in the number of cases reported and a decrease of 106 in the number 
of deaths. From January 1, 1921, to June 30, 1921, only 41 cases 
were reported. 

ENCEPHALITIS LETHARGICA (SLEEPING SICKNESS) . 

This disease prevailed to some extent during the calendar year 1920, 
there being 39 cases with 7 deaths reported. The cause of the disease 
and its method of transmission remains still undetermined.

Smallpox hospital, quarantine station, and leper hospital. — During 
the fiscal year 1921 the smallpox hospital cared for 41 patients. The 
institution was in active operation 176 days, the total number of pa- 
tient-days' service rendered being 446. Each patient stayed in the 
hospital an average of 10.9 days. 

The quarantine station was in active operation 111 days and cared 
for 37 inmates. The total number of patient-days' service rendered 
was 217. The average stay of each inmate was 6 days. 

The leper hospital was in active operation 248 days. At the close 
of the fiscal year 1920 the health department had in its custody one 
leper only, who arrived in Washington March 25, 1920. On Novem- 
ber 26, 1920, another leper was discovered in the District. This 
patient, a white man, who gave his birthplace as Pennsylvania, ar- 
rived in Washington November 26, 1920. He had traveled exten- 
sively about the country before coming to Washington, and had es- 
caped from confinement in the State of Nebraska. He was taken in 
charge and placed in the leper hospital. After persistent efforts ar- 
rangements were finally made to transfer these two lepers to the 
national leprosarium at Carville, La. These patients left Washing- 
ton on the night of March 5, 1921, in company with Dr. John L. 
Norris, assistant health officer, who saw that they arrived safely at 
the institution at Carville. Since the removal of these two patients, 
the leper hospital has been closed. 

Ambulance service. — During the fiscal year this ambulance conveyed 
to the hospital for minor contagious diseases 504 patients. As here- 
tofore, patients suffering from smallpox were removed to the smallpox 
hospital in the ambulance provided for that purpose.

Disinfecting service. — During the fiscal year 1921, 2,265 premises 
wore disinfected and 982 articles exposed to infection on such prem- 
ises or in some other way were disinfected at the disinfecting station. 
These figures show a considerable increase over the previous year in 
the amount of work done in the service. 

Public crematorium. — The total number of bodies cremated during 
the fiscal year 1921 was 483, of which 55 were adults, 136 infants, 
and 292 stillborn babies. The amount received from 63 private 
cremations was $1,650. The revenue received from the private 
cremations each year is nearly sufficient to pay the total cost of 
maintenance of the crematory. 

Bacteriological laboratory.— During the fiscal year 1921, 16,661 
specimens of various kinds were examined. Of the specimens exam- 
ined during the year, 11,000 were for the diagnosis of diphtheria, 
1. 164 specimens of sputum were examined for tuberculosis, of which 
226 showed the presence of the bacillus. These figures show a less 
amount of work done than in the preceding year. This was due in 
large measure to the lack of laboratory assistants, occasioned by the 
difficulty in obtaining and keeping of competent technicians. 

Serological laboratory. — The work in this laboratory increased over 
the preceding year. In 1920, 3,313 specimens of various kinds were 
examined, while during the year just closed 3,856 specimens were 
examined. Specimens of blood to the number of 581 were examined 
for the Widal reaction for typhoid fever. 

Bathing pools.— Samples of water numbering 514 were collected 
from the various public bathing pools and examined. The bac- 
teriological findings showed an improvement over the condition 
prevailing during the previous years. It is believed the results 
obtained from these examinations more than justify the expenditure 
involved in making said examinations. 

Milk and cream. — The milk and cream supply of the city has been 
carefully watched during the year and everything possible done to 
protect the community against an impure product. 

Complement-fixation tests— A very considerable increase is noted 
in the number of Wassermann reactions performed this year over the 
number done in previous fiscal years. It is believed that the interest 
in venereal disease has been responsible for this increased number of 
specimens submitted. 

Diphtheria antitoxin.— -There were dispensed during the fiscal year, 
132 syringes containing 10,000 units each, and 224 syringes con- 
fining 5,000 units each, and 22 syringes of 1,000 units each of 
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diphtheria antitoxin for the use in the cases of patients who were 
unable to purchase it without financial hardship. 

A clinic has been operated twice each week for the vaccination, 
without cost, against smallpox and typhoid fever, of persons desiring 
to avail themselves of the opportunity to protect themselves against 
these diseases. 

Dispensaries. — Tuberculosis clinic: During, the fiscal year 1921, 
909 physical examinations were made. These figures show an in- 
crease over the previous year. Visits to the number of 5,197 were 
made by patients to the clinic. During the year, 5,186 visits were 
made by nurses to the homes of patients, 142 of which were for 
bedside assistance and the remainder for instructive purposes. 
X-ray pictures taken numbered 1,365, being an increase of 533 over 
the previous year. The X-ray apparatus has been of great value in 
detecting incipient cases of tuberculosis. 

Venereal disease clinic: New patients to the number of 1,582 were 
admitted to the venereal disease clinic during the fiscal year 1921, 
an increase of 408 over last year. The patients, together with those 
under treatment at the close of the fiscal year 1920, made 9,283 visits 
to the clinic, being an increase of 4,082 visits over the preceding year. 
The nurse made 273 visits to the homes of patients. It is interesting 
to note that of the 1,582 new patients entered at the clinic, 607 ranged 
between the ages of 15 and 25 years. Salvarsan injections totaling 
2,957 in the treatment of persons suffering from syphilis were given. 

The venereal disease clinic has grown very rapidly, as will be seen 
from the foregoing figures. The amount of the appropriation for the 
maintenance of the tuberculosis and venereal disease clinics is entirely 
inadequate, and during the fiscal year just closed the funds became 
exhausted before the close of the year, rendering it necessary for the 
entire personnel, including the janitor and his wife, to work without 
compensation of any kind, or else to close the clinic. 

During the year a deficiency appropriation of $750 was obtained, 
but even with this additional money it was not sufficient to carry on 
the work. The appropriation for the current fiscal year is the same 
as that of last year, without the $750 deficiency received. It is im- 
possible to satisfactorily and efficiently carry on the work of these 
clinics with the money now available for this purpose. As a result, 
quite a number of patients are being turned away without treatment, 
because of lack of funds to purchase medicine and supplies. 

I feel that I can not too strongly urge that the situation be placed 
squarely before the Appropriation Committee in Congress, and an 
effort made to obtain a more liberal appropriation for the mainte- 
nance of these clinics. 

During the year just closed a considerable amount of literature re- 
lating to venereal diseases was distributed and a number of lectures 
given before certain social and civic organizations by one of the 
medical staff of the department. 

I have, in previous reports, called attention to the fact that the 
District of Columbia is the only place in the whole country that has 
no law for the control of venereal diseases. A bill for the control of 
venereal diseases in the District of Columbia is now pending in Con- 
gress, and it is hoped that some appropriate legislation will shortly be 
enacted. 
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MEDICAL AND DENTAL INSPECTION OF PUBLIC SCHOOLS. 

A report covering the operation of the medical and dental inspec- 
tion service, including the work performed by the school nurses and 
at dental clinics, will, as heretofore, be found in the report of the 
board of education. 

During the year the medical inspectors made 6,456 visits to school 
buildings and 417 visits to the homes of pupils. Pupils to the num- 
ber of 3,365 were physically examined and 8,214 were examined to 
determine if vaccinated. Pupils examined and recommended for 
transfer to special schools numbered 271, 829 for admission to normal 
school, 1,716 for work permits, 4,428 for readmission to school, and 
2,427 for exclusion from school for various causes. 

Cultures were taken in 893 cases to determine if pupils were suf- 
fering from diphtheria, and 517 special physical examinations were 
also made. 

The dental inspectors made an examination of the teeth of 13,474 
pupils. Of this number, 1,369 were found to be free from defects. 
Patients numbering 2,948 were treated at the dental clinics during 
the year 1920-21. The total number of sittings given was 11,351. 

The school nurses made 4,898 visits to the schools, 10,035 visits to 
the homes of pupils, 1,212 visits to the various clinics, and 438 visits 
to cooperative agencies. During the year 2,776 pupils were taken by 
the nurses to the various clinics for treatment for physical defects. 

Four dental clinics were established during the fiscal year 1920. 
The large number of pupils who have been treated at these clinics has 
demonstrated very clearly the necessity for the establishment of addi- 
tional clinics. In the estimates submitted for the fiscal year 1923 
four additional dental clinics have been asked for. It is hoped that 
the extension of the services as indicated above may be arranged for. 

During the year many improvements were made to the Hamilton 
School for tuberculous children. This school is now in very good 
condition. With the erection of the new school for tuberculous 
children, for which appropriation has been made by Congress, the 
children will be very much better cared for than has heretofore been 
possible.

The campaign, started in 1919, to secure the sterilization of glasses 
and other equipment of soda fountain and soft-drink places has been 
continued during the year just closed. Prosecutions were instituted 
in 102 cases, resulting in the imposition of fines and forfeitures 
amounting to $644. 

Grading of milk. — The bulletin heretofore published, showing the 
grade of milk sold by the dairies in the District of Columbia, has been 
continued during the fiscal year 1921. 

Chemical control of foods other than milk. — Samples of food other 
than milk to the number of 930 were examined chemically during the 
fiscal year. Fines and forfeitures amounting to $991 were imposed 
for the sale of milk below the legal standard. 

BUREAU OF SANITARY INSPECTION. 

General nuisance inspection. — Complaints to the number of 9,339 
were acted upon during the year. These complaints necessitated 
13,514 inspections to be made. Official calls were made in 23,067 
cases, not including calls made for the service of a notice outside of 
assigned inspection districts. 
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The total number of official visits made by the sanitary inspectors 
during the year was approximately 81,572, a large increase over the 
preceding year. 

Violations of the laws and regulations for the prevention and abate- 
ment of nuisances were reported in 11,699 cases; in 10,755 of these, 
compliance was procured before the close of the fiscal vear, and in the 
remaining 944 cases prosecution was instituted. 

Attention is again called to the practice of entering a nolle prosequi 
in cases of nuisances for the maintenance of which defendants were 
charged without bringing such cases to the attention of the court. 
This practice tends to create a disregard for the notices served by the 
health department and retards its work. If violators of the "laws 
relating to health were brought before the court, it would impress 
them with the importance of more promptly abating nuisances for 
which they were responsible. 

Under the assessment system 500 notices were served upon non- 
resident owners for the abatement of nuisances existing on their 
property. In all but 5 cases the nuisances were abated by the owners, 
and in these cases the District government caused the work to be done 
and the cost assessed against the property. The total cost of this 
work was $85.20. 

Enforcement of the weed law. — During the fiscal year 1921, 303 
notices were served under the provision of the weed law. The ex- 
istence of the weed law on the statute books, in the absence of ade- 
quate means for its enforcement, leads to unjust criticism of the 
District government, especially of the health department. If any 
serious attempt is to be made to enforce this law, the health depart- 
ment should be provided with a special force of inspectors for that 
purpose, available during the weed season. Recommendations look- 
ing toward this end, which have been heretofore included in the 
annual estimates of the health department, are renewed. 

Samtary inspection of places of employment. — As heretofore, sys- 
tematic inspections were made of printing offices, bakeries, lunch 
rooms, restaurants, and other similar establishments in the interest 
of the health and physical well-being of the persons employed therein.

Private hospitals and asylums. — No licenses were issued during the 
year to maintain private hospitals or asylums for human beings. Two 
applications for such licenses were, however, pending at the close of 
the year. 

EIGHT-HOUR FEMALE LABOR LAW. 

The number of establishments within the District of Columbia 
coming within the purview of the 8-hour law for women during the 
fiscal year was 2,066. During the year 12,917 inspections were made 
and 100 complaints acted upon. Prosecutions were instituted for 
violation of the law regulating the hours of employment of females in 
28 cases, resulting in fines and forfeitures amounting to $585. 



CHILD WELFARE SOCIETY. 



The scope of work carried on by the Child- Welfare Society has been 
considerably broadened during the fiscal year 1921. This organiza- 
tion is supported in part by appropriations from Congress and partly 
by private donations. 

The total cost of operating the eight welfare stations during the 
year just closed was $27,468.43. Of this amount, $15,000 was pro- 
vided by Congress. The sum of $18,000 for this society is carried in 
the appropriation act for the fiscal year 1922, an increase of $3,000 
over last year. The contract with the society calls for the establish- 
ment and maintenance of 10 welfare stations in place of 8 during the 
past year. During the year just closed, a dental clinic has been 
added to the other activities of the society. This clinic is located in 
the headquarters of the organization at 2100 G Street NW., and is 
properly equipped for work. Three clinics are held weekly. A 
nutrition class has also been established. This class has been in 
operation about five months, and the results already obtained have 
been most gratifying. 

It is proposed also to establish a class in mental hygiene during 
the coming year.

3,607 dogs, 1,988 cats, 30 horses, 14 mules, 3 goats, 1 sheep, and 1 
cow. Two thousand five hundred and nine dogs were captured while 
running at large and 1,098 were surrendered for destruction or quaran- 
tine by the persons having custody of them. One thousand nine 
hundred and ninety dogs were killed, 1,070 redeemed, 420 sold, and 
130 returned to their owners after observation. 

The fees collected through the activities of the pound service were 
as follows: Fees, $2,167; sales, $761.50; reimbursements for food, 
$16.25; total, $2,944.75. 

Owing to the continued prevalence of rabies in the District of 
Columbia, the commissioners, on June 22, 1920, again issued a procla- 
mation requirinp; the muzzling of dogs running at large, this require- 
ment to be in effect until July 9, 1921: 

Ordered, That under the provisions of section 7 of the act of Congress approved 
June 19, 1878, entitled "An act to create a revenue in the District of Columbia by 
levying a tax upon all dogs therein, to make such dogs personal property, and for other 
purposes," the commissioners hereby give notice that every dog in said District shall, 
for a period of one year from and after July 9, wear a good substantial muzzle, securely 
put on, so as to prevent it from biting or snapping, and any dog going at large during 
said period without 3iich muzzle shall be taken up by the poundmaster and impounded. 

The method now in use for disposing of unclaimed animals, by the 
use of charcoal fumes, has been the subject of criticism by citizens. 
It is believed that a more humane and less objectionable method of 
disposing of these unfortunate animals can be substituted by the 
installation of automatic electrically equipped cages. This method 
of disposing of animals is, I understand, in use in some of the large 
cities of the country, and in submitting my estimates of the expenses 
of the health department for the fiscal year 1923 I have included an 
item to cover the cost of installing these electrical cages. 

BUREAU OF ADMINISTRATION. 

Correspondence and files. — During the year 11,642 written and 6,255 
oral complaints were received. Fourteen thousand and forty-one 
letters were sent out by the department and 1,932 special reports 
were entered and filed. 

BUREAU OF VITAL STATISTICS. 

This bureau recorded during the fiscal year 6,550 deaths, 8,867 
births, and 504 stillbirths. 

During the fiscal year 1,701 transcripts from the records of deaths 
and births were issued. 

RECOMMENDATIONS. 

My recommendation of last year, that every effort be made to 
secure the enactment of a law for the control of venereal diseases ,? i 
the District of Columbia, is hereby renewed. A bill for this purpose 
was introduced in the early part of the present session of Congre ; s 
and hearings on the subject have been held before the District Com- 
mittee of the House of Representatives. No report, however, has as 
yet been made by the committee. 
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I renew my recommendation of last year that earnest effort be 
made to secure the passage of the bill now pending in Congress to 
regulate the sale of milk in the District of Columbia. This legisla- 
tion is of vital importance to the people of this District and is badly 
needed for the protection of the public health.
